His Grace muſt aſſiſt and proſper 
us, and cauſe us to triumph. Tis 
He muſt have the Glory of all our 
Succeſs, on Him, therefore, we muſt 
depend for Help. The beſt Mini- 
ſters have often reaſon to complain 
themſelves, of much Spiritual Dead- 
neſs and Indiſpoſition; how little 
then are they like to do, to awaken, 

uicken, encourage, and aſſiſt Others. 
hey would ſoon be diſheartened 
in their Work, if the Influences of 
the Divine Spirit ſhould fail. Ha- 


ving obtain d help of God ( faith the Ad. xxvi.zz. 


Apoſtle) I continue to this Day. 
That is, I had long ago fainted, 
and ſunk, and been utterly diſcou-

Sixthly, Approve your ſelf a Lo- 
ver of Peace and Uzity; and joyn 
with your Brethren, who would 
ſeek Peace and promote it. As e- 
ver you expect God's Bleſſing on 
your Miniſtry, remember this Ad- 
vice; and whatever Selt-denial it 
may colt you, endeavour to follow 
it. I don't mean the Peace and U- 
nity of your particular Congrega- 
tion (tho? it will much concern you 
to take Care to preſerve that) nor do 
I intend by it, any Churches of ſuch 
or ſuch a Name and Denomination 
among Proteſtants; butof the whole 
Body of Proteſtants, who under ſe- 
veral Names and Forms are ſepara- 
ted from the Church of Rome; on 
the ſame Common Principles of the 
Reformation. 

Iam glad to fee the Concur- 
rence of Miniſters of different De- 

nominations, in a ſolemn Ordi- 
nation, by Impoſition of Hands. 
How Bed AK, * we do 
our utmoſt to unite againſt the 
Ene- 
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Enemies of our Common Chri- 
ſtian Faith? and encourage, and 
ſtrengthen One Another, in our En- 
deavours for the Common Intereſt 
of real Chriſtianity ? Do we not all 
hold the Head ? and ſhall we not 
own and love One Another? agree- 
ing in ſo many more, and greater, 
things, than they are, about which 
we Niger ? Do we not All of us pro- 
feſs, to diſſent in ſome things, from 
thoſe of the National Eftabliſhment, 


upon the like Principles of Con- 


ſcience? and yet to own and honour 
Them as Proteſtants and Brethren? 
Let us always diſtinguiſh between 
thoſe Things, about which good and 
wiſe Men may differ; and yet be 
good Men, who love God, and love 
one another; and thoſe Things that 
are eſſential to Chriſtianity. 

Fa ve not all Exgliſb Proteſtants 


common Enemies, that would be 


glad to involve us in a General 
Ruin, and ſhall we contribute to 
it, by Diſcords among our ſelves, 


for want of a Spirit of Charity, 


Unity, and mutual Forbearance ? 
Common Enemies, I ſay, not the

at all Reveal'd Religion, overthrow

Is it not alſo neceſſary to unite our

Had we ever a louder Call to 
Unite for theſe Purpoſes ? or ever 
a fairer Opportunity, than under 
the Advantages of the preſent 
Government? And if we now 
neglect it, we ſhall juſtly incur 
the Diſpleaſure of God, and tlie 
reproachful Cenſures of all the 
World, and we our ſelves too late 
repent it? And our Poſterity af- 
ter us feel the fatal Conſequences, 
and charge us as the faulty Cauſe, 
having had ſuch a Prize in our 
Hands, without Wiſdom and Faith- 
fulneſs to ule it.
